SOCIOLOGICAL GROUP 
TO HEAR LAVIOLETTE 



Dr, Alice Vibert Douglas, Dean 
of Women at Queen's University, 
and formerly Professor of Aitro- 
physioe at McGill, last evening ad- 
dre£.4ed the annual meeting of the 
Montreal 'Centre of '.he Astronomi- 
cal Society in the MacDonald 
Physics Laboratory. Dr. Douglas, 
who for sixteen years was secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Montreal cen- 
tre and who was recently elected 
one of the vice-presidents of the 
Royal .\stronomical Society of 
Canada, spoke on "The Dapplcr 
Principle and Its Application to 
Astronomy.'' 

At the close of the illustrated lec- 
ture, the president of the centre 
presented Dr. Douglas with a black 
evening bag, as a token of the 
friendship and appreciation of her 
services during her years as Sec- 
retary-treasurer, 

Dr. Douglas explained the Dap. 
pier Principle which was formulat- 
ed in 1843. and which worked out 
the rcl.ilion hclwccn the frcqiicncy 
of wave Icngllij « hen the source 
of thu w,n\c length is advancing 
and receding, and also its applica- 
tion to light. 

Dr. Douglas closed by reminding 
her ,-.udience that all Ihesc cxperi- 
meiils in astrophysics have been 
the work of Kicit inlcrn.Tlional cu- 
i)peralii/ii, ''riiis should remind 
us." she said, ' that it it one of our 
duti». Ill kee|) alive our faith in all 
mankind for international co-oper- 
ation, and comradeship will surely 
come again,"

McGill students are not without 
a tradition as regards humanitar- 
ian ideals, for way back in 1898 
McGill undergraduates who ate in 
a little cafe on Bleury St. launched 
the University Settlement, They 
saw at first hand the needs of the 
district, and gradually formed 
classes and dubi. 

Not a yccir has since passed that 
students like these have not will- 
ingly acccpled their responsibilities 
as persons of the privileged classes 
and wholeheartedly contributed lo 
the support of this and many other 
absolutely necessary institutions: 
institutions vitally important to the 
health, happiness and general wel- 
fare of the populace. 

We realize today that living con- 
ditions in certain parts of the city 
arc as bad if not worse than ever 
before. The past number of years 
of depression have taken their 
hcavie.-.t toll on that portion o£ our 
citizens who arc by far least able 
to absorb their trials and tribula- 
tons. least capable of withstanding 
tlic repeated shocks. 

The war too has brought its com- 
plications; resulting in increasing 
tn.vation. To many o( us this con- 
stitutes but another item to consid- 
er, but to many people — people 
with whom we as students have 
very little association— this means 
increased taxation on foods, cloth- 
ing and other necessities.

McGILL GLEE CLUB 

WILL MEET TODAY 



T>r Frederick Smith, speaking on 
"The Place of Bacteriology m Med- 
icine" before a meeting of the Pre- 
Medical Society in the Union Grill 
Room yesterday, emphasized the 
fact that the bulk of achievements 
in the field ol bacteriology lie in the 
i field of preventive medicine, and 
in control of diseases. 

"Because little credit is given to 
workers who maintain the public 
health services such as controlled 
water supplies, bacteriology dosisn't 
seem as important is it really i;, " 
he stated. "In reality, indiv:<lual 
applications of theory by doctors 
are a drop in the bucket compared 
to its application to general hu- 
man welfare." 

Dr. Smith remarked on the re- 
cent nature of bacteriological dis- 
coveries, and pointed out that as 
short a time ago as 1918 twenty mil- 
lion people died of an influenza 
epidemic in ten months." Large epi- 
demics," he stated, "such as the 
Black Plague in the 14th century, 
which carried off 25 per cent, of 
Europe's population m less than a 
year, have altered the course of 
history.'' 

He went on to say that it was not 
until 1880 that much progress was 
made in the knowledge of germ dis- 
eases. The iork of German physi- 
cians with typhoid ;erms resulted 
in controlled milk and water sup- 
plies, and later refornu iollov.ed. 
He added that it has recently occn 
discovered that almoit half of the 
two thousand known diseases are 
infected. 

-\t the short business meeting, 
which wai held before the address, 
it Wis announced that a St. John 
Ambulance course would be start- 
ed in a few weeks. All Pre-meds 
interested were asked to get in 
touch with Ralph Hertz, president 
of the society. Hertz stated that 
ordors for the pins of the society 
arc still being taken, and must be 
placed with the executive as soon 
as possible.

The Opening. 

It Is the common practice of most chess 
players to write a book for beginners as soon 
as they enter the master class. The preface 
usually assures the reader that he is being 
introduced to a wonderful game; and although 
it is an extremely difficult one, there is no 
reason why he should not become fairly pro- 
ficient with a little hard work. Of course, il 
is understood that this preliminary labour is 
a means to an end which will be amply re- 
paid in due time. Then comet a number of 
precepts which are the T«n Commandments 
of chess, vit: 

1. Never move one piece twice if there are 
still others to be developed, 

2. Beware Ihe premature attack. 

.3. Keep your queen out of play until the 
game has assumed a balanced posilinn. 
4. Avoid double pawns. 
.1. Plan lo control the centre of Ihe board, 
6. Plan to castle on the king's side. 
They then give you Ihc moves which con- 
stitute the various openings, and Ihe trusting 
beginner is otlierv.'i.se loft lo his own resource.*). 
Undoubtedly this caleclilsni is very sound, but 
it usually docan'l mean anylhiiig lo the ama- 
teur until he has learned by bitter ex|)erience.
